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The  City  of  Boston  is  currently  investing  large  and  expand- 
ing sums  in  public  facilities  and  capital  improvements,    geared 
to  the  needs  and  aspirations  of  Boston's  neighborhoods.    Boston 
is  building  or  upgrading  schools,   libraries,   police  and  fire   sta- 
tions,  other  buildings,   parks,   streets,   and  sewer  and  water 
facilities  benefiting  every  neighborhood. 

Since  1968  Boston  has  notably  reversed  the  earlier  neglect 
of  the  city's  public  facilities  and  the  even  more  marginal  treat- 
ment of  its  residential  neighborhoods.   These  two  basic  trends - 
the  revitalization  of  public  facilities  and  the  focus  on  the  pub- 
lic infrastructure  needs  of  the  residential  neighborhoods  - 
represent  basic  new  directions  clearly  revealed  in  new  compi- 
lations of  public  facilities  outlays. 

The  new  compilations  of  public  facilities  outlays,   by  type 
and  by  neighborhood,   encompass  three  periods;  the  era  of 
neighborhood  neglect,   1960-1967;  the  expanded  and  residential 
neighborhood-oriented  capital  program  achieved  in  the  years 
1968-1972;  and  the  even  broader  commitment  to  a  greatly 
enlarged  capital  program  for  the  years  197 3 -'77 -'82. 

This  evolution  from  past  neglect  to  recent  achievements 
and  future  commitments  has  been  documented  in  earlier  reports.

Public  facilities  outlays  have  risen  from  an  average  annual 
level  of  $20  million  in  the  years  1960-1967,   to  $50  mHlion 
in  the  1968-1971  period,   and  $90  million  in  1972,   with  a  com- 
mitment to  invest  $110  million  annually  in  the  years  1973- 
1977,  (all  expressed  in  dollars  of  constant  value  at  1970 
prices). 

The    present  report  covering  buildings  and  parks,   by 
neighborhood  and  type  of  project,   presents  information  on 
$62    million  expended  in  the  8  year  period  ,   1960-1967, 
$12^    million  invested  in  the  5  year  period,   1968-1972,   and 
^?pJo  million  of  programmed  outlays  over  the  five  year 
period  1973-  1977. 

Priority  in  capital  spending  during  the  1968-1972  period 
was  given  to  providing  new  and  improved  municipal  facilities 
in  the  residential  neighborhoods.   This  is  shown  graphically 
in  the  concentration  of  more  than  two -thirds  of  total  outlays 
in  this  recent  period  in  schools,   parks,   and  police  and  fire  station 
stations,  (see  ^Taph,   p.    3  ). 

This  policy  differed  greatly  from  that  of  the  1960-1967 
period  when  77per  cent  of  the  total  capital  expenditure  was 
spent  on  three  projects,   the  Hynes  Auditorium,   the  New  City 
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Hall,   and  Boston  City  Hospital. 

A  comparison  by  category  of  the  projects  completed 
1960-1967  and  those  completed  1968-1972  clearly  shows  this 
shift  to  a  neighborhood  emphasis,   particularly  the  school 
construction  program.

To  keep  pace  with  the  goals  for  neighborhood  improvement, 
some  $5 5;Qn in  capital  projects  has  been  programmed  for  the  next 
five  years.    Major  emphasis  will  continue  to  be  placed  on  revital- 
izing   and  maintaining  Boston's  residential  neighborhoods  as  a 
desirable  place  to  live  by  the  construction  of  new  municipal  facil- 
ities and  renovating  some  obsolescent  ones.
